An issue with the rising spirit of lib¬ 
erty cannot long be avoided. Mr. Calhoun, 
the spine of the Van Buren administration, 
now asserts his claims. To endorse them 
is death ;—to resist them openly would 
throw the party into collision with the slave 
power and that loo would be death. Hence 
every effort is making at the north to set Mr. 
Calhoun aside under cover of a war upon 
the Treaty, or some other pretext. But the 
providence of God is hastening on a reckon¬ 
ing day. The blood of his poor chil¬ 
dren will not always be used to cement the 
alliance of tyrants.

These crude nations, promul¬ 
gated by extravagant measures, such as dis¬ 
turbing religious congregations on the Sab¬ 
bath, etc. have brought a great reproach 
upon the cau=e. Many timorous persons, 
who were disposed to embrace the principle 
of abolition, have been so disgusted with 
the courso of these misguided rel'oriners,that 
they have stood aloof from the cause, 
through fear of being identified with modern 
infidelity. 

Besides these influences, which, I believe 
as yet, have never disturbed the abolition 
ranks in Maine, and which 1 trust never 
will, the abolitionists of this State, in com¬ 
mon with tlieir brethren of other stales, have 
to contend with a formidable host which is 
powerfully arrayed against tho genius of 
liberty.
